There is a great discrepancy 
between the genealogy given by 
St. Matthew and St. Luke. That 
both genealogies are genuine 
may be gathered from the fact 
that the Jews of their day did 
not object to either.

We 
read in Deuteronomy: “If 
brothers dwell together, and one 
of them dies without children, 
his brother shall take her and 
raise up seed for his brother;

Joseph. Julius Africanus ex- 
plains in this way. Estha, the 
mother of Heli and Jacob, was 
married successively to Mathan 
and Melchi; of the former she 
begot Jacob, of the latter Heli. 
Jacob and Heli were therefore 
brothers, of the same mother, 
but of different fathers. Now 
Jacob having died childless, Heli 
married his widow, who begot 
Joseph, who was the natural son 
of Heli and the legal son of 
Jacob. Since Mathan and Meichi 
may not have been at all re- 
lated it is possible that the two 
genealogies should branch off 
without meeting again until they 
reach David through Solomon on 
the one side and Nathan on the 
other. This is the common ex- 
planation given by the early 
Fathers.

The summer commencement means that thousands of 
boys will start the serious work of helping to earn a living. 
With all respect for the “hand that rocks the cradle,” there is 
no more important American institution than the boy. The 
boy that is starting to work is entering upon a critical period 
in his life. Family infinence as a protection for boys after 
they leave schoo! is now almost a. negligible quantity. 

The old family life and domestic feeling are nearly 
extinct. Each member of the household has now his own 
peculiar interests; each has his own circle of friends, who 
may be unknown to the rest; each looks outside the home cir- 
cle for companionship, recreation and diversion. The asso- 
ciations that the boy forms during the early days of his life 
as a worker will make or ruin him. The boy is strongly 
grégarious, ever ready and willing to join any club or society 
in which the exuberance of his nature is allowed to have full 
play and where he meets companions whose tastes and incli- 
nations run parallel to his. 

If the character of the boy’s associations be questionable 
or loose he will soon be found roaming the streets at night, 
standing at street corners and later frequenting the pool room 
or the doubtful dance hall. He will always be in sympathy 
and in search of diversion. On the other hand, if the boy’s 
associates, though congenial, be above feproach, and if oppor- 
tunities of legitimate recreation and enjoyment be provided, 
his conduct will reflect the character of his surroundings.
